"Therefore,  we  are  buried,  with  Him  by 
baptism  into  death;  that  .like  as  Christ 
was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory 
of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also'shoulyl  walk 
in  newness  of  lile.  (Rom.  6:4)  Christian- 
ity imparts  new  life  to  every  subject.  "Old 
, things  are  passed  away,  behold  all  things 
are  become  new."  "If  any  man  be  in 
Christ  Jesus  he  is  a new  creature."  ( new 
creation.  "Except  a man  lie  born  again 
he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God." 

Our  .Lord  has  appointed  baptism  as  a 
symbol  of  the  death  of  the  old  Adamic  .life 
in  us,  and  at  the  same  time  the  ordinance 
expresses  the  Christ  life  that  we  enjoy.  In 
this  chapter  Paul  is  writing  to  the  Romans 
that  grace  has  taken  them  from  the  do- 
minion ot  sin,  and  that  they  are  now 
reining  in  the  righteousness  of  Christ. 
Tliat  it  is  impossible  for  any  one  1 dead  to 
•in  to  live  any  longer  therein.”  When  any 
one  is  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ  he  is  bap- 
tized into  His  death.  As  Christ  died  for 
sinners,  sinners  must  die  \o  sin.  When  we 
die  to  »in,  we  express  it  bV  baptism  Bap 
t ism  presupposes  death  to  sin  And  as 
Christ  purged  the  grave  of  mortality',  so 
we  are  baptized  into  His  death,  symboliz- 
ing our  immortality  through  Him. 

"Therefore  (for  this  reason),  we  are 
buried  with  Him  by  baptism  into  death." 
Thedeathof  Christ  is  for  our  death.  Even 
•o  His  immortality  is  for  our  immortality. 
As  Christ  was  raised  from  death  to  a new- 
ness of  life,  so  we  should  also  walk  in  new- 
ness ot  life.”  The  idea  is  wq should  follow 
Chri»t  in  death,  in  burial,  in  resurrection, 
in  baptism,  and  in  newness  of  life.  This  is 
called  "planted  together  in  the  likeness  of 
His  death.”  If  we  have  been  thus  planted 
we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of  His  res- 
urrection. To  die  with  Christ  is  to  live 
with  Him.  If  we  live  in  Christ  we  have 
the  same  life  that  He  has.  We  pass  through 
His  death  into*His  life.  So  “we  are  like 

Him." ' .
